The Stale Dread Hubs. 
The story 
conies 
from Chicago 
that tile people there are planning to 
organize “siale bread clubs" in ai. 
effort to forestall un increase iu the 
price of fresh bread. 
Usually the 
measures proposed 
to 
hold down 
prices seem 
impossible or im prac­ 
ticable but th e stale bread idea lias 
something to commend it. 
It is a well known fact that b a k ­ 
ers must figure for a shrinkage on 
their bread sales owing to the well 
known desire of the average p u r ­ 
chaser to have a loaf only a few 
hours alter it comes from the oven. 
This idea in buying is so universally 
followed 
th a t 
a 
supply of bread 
which must he sold as stale a n d a l 
a lower price is Inevitable, 
lf the 
people are now willing to co n te n t 
themselves with bread one day old 
it seems reasonable to expect t h a t 
the bakers can thus effect enough 
of a saving to permit them to keep 
the old prices. 
Tho plan has 
this 
advantage also that bread a day old 
is more nutritious than that j u s t 
from an oven

INITIATIVE PASSES 
INTO ALLIES’ HANDS 


BRITISH MILITARY OBSERVER MAKES 
REPORT 


States That Progress is Very Mow 
and 
laborious—-English 
Force 
Has Swelled Into a G reat Army 
and is Steadily Increasing. 


Com plaint was made to the state 
departm ent a t Washington yesterday 
that tho Mallory Line S team er Den­ 
ver had been detained a t th e O rk­ 
ney Islands by British adm iralty of­ 
ficials. 
The state departm ent cabl­ 
ed to Ambassador Page for a re­ 
port. 


London, Jan. 7.— (6:30 p. rn.) — 
‘‘The new year has opened upon a 
more favorable situation for Hie a l­ 
lies than any they had known since 
the commencement 
of 
the 
cam ­ 
paign,” says a report made by 
a 
military observer attached to 
the 
British arm y headquarters 
at the 
front. 
Tho report made public* to­ 
day b f tho ofiicial information bu­ 
reau is dated January 4tlt, and su p ­ 
plements similar narrative* 
given 
out at Intervals during the progress 
of the war. 
"So far as the British are con­ 
cerned,” says the report, 
the small 
expeditionary force of four divisions 
which took the field in August has 
now been swelled into a great arm y 
which is steadily increasing in n u m ­ 
bers. 
In the last four months it 
has entered upon its fourth phase. 
A slow but none the less m arked 
change which has taken place has 
resulted in definite passing of the 
initiative into the hands of the al­ 
lies. 
‘‘The faot that the enemy acting 
upon the defensive does not m ean 
that ihe has given up attacking al­ 
together but his atjtadks have 'been 
in tho nature of counter attacks, 
undertaken elmier in order to regain 
ground previously lost or to relieve 
pressure on some other part of the 
German line. 
“ It Is only fay balancing the to­ 
tal results of these attacks by both 
sides th a t a clear idea can be ob­ 
tained. 
Really m arked progress has 
been achieved by the allies. 
‘‘Tho G erman defensive is an ac­ 
tive one. 
It is founded on the ax­ 
iom of w'ar th a t the wreaker force is 
and the m ore hardly it is pressed, 
the more persistently should it a t­ 
tack. 
B ut it remains 
tru e 
th a t 
such action is none the Ie®? essen­ 
tially defensive, even though here 
and there one of their counter a t­ 
tacks may succeed in regaining pos­ 
session of a trench or in driving 
back a small section of our ,front. 
“ If wfe retain th e initiative 
it 
will mean th a t the German soldier 
gradually will become increasingly 
conscious th a t he 
Is 
no 
longer 
marching on Calais or Paris; that 
instead of pressing 
forward,

FOUND AMONG STARR CATTLE 


F ive Animals Affected Witih Mala” 
d y and 
Entire 
Herd of OO AV ill 
H ave to Be Killed— Will Invest!* 
gate Other Dairies and Herds of 
Morgan County. 


As a result of an inspection of tho 
dairy herd of J. W . S t a r r on 
the 
East Morton Road T h u r s d a y after­ 
noon it was discovered t h a t five of 
the herd were afflicted with the hoof 
and mouth disease. 
T he inspection 
was made by Dr. C. M . Corbett, of 
the federal bureau of an im a l indus­ 
try 
and 
Dr. C. E . Scott, deputy 
state veterinarian. 
T h e re was 
no 
rep o rt that reached th e officials 
of 
any illness among the S ta r r cattle, 
they were pursuing a course of in­ 
spection of all dairies jand othei 
cattle of Morgan county, when they 
found The malady a m o n g the Starr 
herd. 
<4 
Mr. Starr owns some sixty animals 
a nd the disease was found to be 
strongly visible am ong five heifers. 
As the entire herd had been run­ 
ning together, there was no further 
inspection made, but the necessary 
q uarantine sign was p u t up at 
the 
premises. 
T here is no theory advanced as to 
how' the malady reached the Sta.r 
herd. 
Every 
precaution 
is being 
ta k e n by the officials to prevent 
a 
spread of the disease. 
Those who have been using milk 
from the Starr dairy need have no 
fears up to this time, as the deseasc 
was found only among the heifers. 
However, the entire herd will have 
to be disposed of because they were 
ru n n in g together. 
Today 
an 
appraisement will bo 
m ade of tho 60 animals after wh'ch 
they will be slaughtered. 
The kill­ 
ing and burial of so large a number 
of rattle 
necessitates 
considerable 
work and it will probably be three 
or four days before the trench 
is 
ready. 
According 
to 
the govern­ 
m ent regulations, 
the trench must 
be seven feet deep an d seven feet 
wide. 
In the next few days the inspec­ 
tors will look carefully as to other 
herds of cattle for sym ptom s of the 
decease and every precaution
